Dear Eric, 

I am sorry I confused you with the photographs of the New England 
counterfeits. On negative 59-0782 at the top is a copper electro of 
Noe A. Below is an electro of the reverse of C 2b- A2. Note the 
illustration in the Stack Sale 6/26/58, No. 11. 

On negative No. 59-0783 at the top is a very crude electro of 
Noe 19. In the center is a cast copy of Noe 26. At the bottom is an 
electro of Noe D. 

On negative 59-0784 at the top is a crude cast in base metal of 
Noe 33. In the center the NE sixpence has been stamped on a very worn 
almost unidentifiable Mexican 1 real piece. The punch marks are 
opposite and the word copy has been punched in below the VI. The last 
piece Noe F appears to have been struck but is very crude. 

When you are here in November, I will be glad to show them to you.
